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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4 and 39, 41-43 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowed since there is no prior teaches (Currently Amended) A flat 
panel display device comprising: 

• a frame member different from the display panel, wherein the frame member is 
mounted on a back surface of the display panel, 

• a first board having a wiring mounted with a first connector which inputs video 
data to be displayed on the display panel and which is arranged on a back side 

• a second board having one end mounted with a display control circuit and having 
the other end arranged in-between the display panel and the first board in a 
direction perpendicular to the display panel to transmit the video data from the 
first connector via the wiring and a second connector to the display control circuit, 

wherein 

• the first board and the second board are physically separated from each other, 

• the second board is mounted with the second connector which connects to the 
first board in a direction perpendicular to the display panel, 

• the second board contacts with a region of a back surface of the display panel 
except for a display portion, and 
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• the first board contacts with a back surface of the frame member . 

Claims 4 and 39, 41-43 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claim 2.
